17,000,000 copies of a booklet have 
been distribuled in 30 years, and it 
has reached a circulation of more 
than a million a year, that's publi- 
cation news that needs some dig- 
ging into. 
The booklet is Infartt Care, first 
published in 1914. It has been re- 
vised and brought up to date three 
times; the latest printing is just 
off the presses. Millions of mothers 
who were "brought up 
by the 
book" are now bringing up their 
children by it. The Children's Bu- 
reau of the U. S. Department of 
Labor, which publishes the : book- 
let, calls its popularity "a little on 
the side of the phenomenal, with 
results incalulable." 
The booklet caught on almost 


from the first. Public health offi- 
cers and doctors distribute it; de- 
partment stores give it away with 
layette 
and baby 
carriage pur- 
chases. Congressmen have mailed 
out copies by the hundreds 
and 
mail order demands roll in by the 
thousands. 
Veterans of the Children's Bu- 
reau recall that when Infant Care 
was first published, it was consid- 
ered a daring venture. In some 
circles it was scorned. That the 
government should try to tell pa- 
rents how to feed and care 
for 
their infants was 
considered 
at 
best an encroachment on a profes- 
sional field. 
However, Julia 
Qathrop, 
first 


chief of the Children's Bureau, was 
a vigorous crusader. The object 
then, as now, was to bring out a 
simple, inexpensive work on the 
general care and feeding of babies. 
Most of all, no effort was to be 
spared to make it 
authoritative. 


Staff pediatricians write it, but it's 
reviewed and revised by.outstand- 
ing pediatricians, nutritionists and 
child psychologists before it ever 
goes to press. 
It was almost completely rewrit- 
ten in 1929, 1938 and 1942. There

So effeclively was the mercury

in 
mincwclls amidships 
Q that it was nol found until the sub- 
marine had been put in drydock 
and the keel plates removed. 
Some of the flask of the miner- 
al were 12 inches long, olher 18 
inches. The smaller ones weighed 
aboul 80 pounds each. 
According to the naval spokes- 


man, 
the mercury had been used 
by the submarine as ballast.

By DANIEL DE LUCE 
Berlin, July 7 — (/P)— Soviet au- 
horities maintained a tight grip on 
he entire military government of 
Berlin today while high officials 
of three powers tried to solve two 
:omplicaled problems — food and 
boundaries. 
No district yet had been taken 
over from the Russians by either 
American or British military gov- 
ernment 
detachments, 
although 
United States military forces sup 
losedly formally o occupied their 
Berlin zone on July 4, 
and 
the 
British 
held a flag-raising cere- 


mony yesteJday. 
Soviet commanders in all the 
Berlin boroughs obeyed Soviet in- 
structions to stay on the job and 
supervise the German city admini- 
stration.

Mended by 
Congress

selves an extra $2,500 for expenses.

And — Congress is playing with 
the idea, suggested by President 
Trunrian, of raising the members 
salaries from $10,000 to $11,500. 
Postal workers generally will re- 


ceive an increase of $300 to S400 a 
year. They hadn't had a regular 
raise in 20 years. -Congress 
had 
been voting them a yearly bonus of 
$300 to meet increased 
wartime 
living costs. The raise takes the 
place of the bonus. 


About 1,220,000 of 2,850,000 gov- 
ernment workers will receive an 
average increase of 15 per cent in 
salary. (The remainder of the 2,- 


' 850,000 come under different 
pay 


schedules of different congression- 
al appropriations.) 


., Because 15 per cent is an: aver- 
age figure, some will receive more, 
some less. For example: 


A $1,440 clerk will get $1,704, or 
a raise of $264. That's an increase 
of 18 per cent. A $4,100 govern- 
ment worker will get $4,630, that's 
an increase of $530, or a 12 per 
cent raise. It's not all 
gravy. 
Here's why. 


Until July 1 all government me- 
ployes were on a 48-hour 
week:

440,

a week 52 weeks, was able to boost 
his total salary to $1,752. 


Now he has received a flat sal- 
ary increase of $264. That gives 
him — adding the $264 to the $1,- 
440 — a flat salary of $1,704 with- 
out overtime, or $48 a year less 
than when he had overtime. 


But for that $1,704 he will be 


working, when the 40-hour week is 
restored, only 5 days a week. He 
had been working 5 days for $1,- 
440 and had to work six days a 
week, 52 weeks, to get $1,752. 
By voting themselves $2,500 
a 
year for expenses — in addition to 
their $10,000 yearly salary —mem- 
bers of the House were giving 
themselves an income bost of 25 
per cent. 
Yet the War Labor Board limits 


other workers to a total of 15 per 
cent basic increase over what they 
were making in 1941. 


With that 15 per cent limit in 


mind, President Truman has sug- 
gested that congressmen raise their 
salaries 15 per cent, from $10,000
